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Town approves golf 
course land purchase

Another step towards a major land purchase by Clay Cup 
Developers (CCD) has been taken. 

1 luring an in-camera meeting at the regular council meeting 
of Oct- 25, the Town of Didsbury moved to approve the pur¬ 
chase of two acres of land, totalling around $600,000, on the 
Didsbury Golf Course to CCD for the development of a high- 
end condominium project that has been in the works for over 
six months. 

“It’s a conditional offer, and parameters must be met before 
we apply to purchase,” said Brittany Wickam, chief operating 
officer of CCD. 

“What’s within in the agreement Ls that they have until next 
December to finalize the agreement,” adder! Brian Wittal, 
mayor of Didsbury. 

CCD must sell condominium units, which there art* 70 of in 
total, and see where they stand come late 2012 before decid¬ 
ing to move forward with the official purchase. 

CCD lias akvady begun its planning work for the condo¬ 
miniums however, and will continue to Ik 1 looking at the 
other benefits of the project, including on-site upgrades, n“lo¬ 
cating oi>erating yards, and u|>daling the golf clubhouse to 
meet the new aesthetic appeal of the area 

“We’ve begun the preliminary dt“sign and floor plans,” said 
Wickham of the current condominium planning process. 

These plans, as well as more information on the condo 
units, will be available to the public in CCD’s main office dur¬ 
ing Country Christmas on Dec. 2. 

"We’re excited to offer a different product,” said Wickluun. 

The new condo units and upgraded course will be a bene¬ 
fit for all parties involved, according to Wickham—the town, 
CCD and the golf course itself. 

“We sat down with the golf course and town this summer 
and discussed the mutual benefits of this project,” said 
Wickham. 

“This Ls something that works for everylxxly and works 
long-term,” added Wittal. “The town will definitely benefit as 
this is a very good tax operator.” 

Both Wickham and Wittal agreed that the upgraded course 
and condominium units would help draw in newcomers to 
Didsbury, be they retired people, golf enthusiasts or families 
looking to spend a weekend.

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Greens, the Liberals, 

Wildrose, New Democrats, or 
the Alberta Party, one thing Is 
guaranteed. 

This Saturday in Didsbury, 
the candidate chosen to 
carry the PC banner will very 
likely become the next MLA 
for this constituency. It’s not a certainty, but it’s 
almost a sure thing. 

In a sense then, the vote this Saturday will in all 
probability have more significance than the vote 
on election day. For five bucks you can get in on it. 

Five bucks is the price of a PC membership, 
which you can buy at the door at the Didsbury 
Multiplex from 3 p.m. to 9 p.m. or the Cremona 
Legion Hall from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

Buying a membership doesn’t mean you have to 
agree with everything the PC Party does or what 
its leader says, or any of that. What it means is 
that you get to mark on the ballot your first and 
second choice of the three PC nominees who 
want to be your next MLA. 

It means, even if you don’t vote PC in the next 
election, that you will have at least gotten to vote 
for the person you think will do the best job if - as 
is very likely the case - the PC candidate does end 
up getting elected. 

It comes down to the fact that we are governed 
at the provincial and federal levels under a party NATHAN ANDERSON 
system. On election day we vote for a candidate 
w ho represents a party, whose local membership 
has already selected that candidate. Many voters 
feel disenfranchised because they have no say in 
how that candidate is selected. And there are 
good reasons for this. 

Consider the numbers. 

There are about 24,000 voters in the Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills constituency. In 2008, about 
1,200 people voted at the PC nomination meeting, 
which saw 1 Richard Marz hang on to his position 
by defeating challenger Darcy Davis. 

That’s five per cent of the electorate deciding, in 
effect, who the next MLA would he. 

Five per cent. 

Five per cent is not the rule of the people. It is 
the rule of the small minority, the party elite. 

Don’t blame them. It’s up to the people to get out 
there and make the process more democratic. 

Five bucks is what it will cost you. It’s cheaper 
than a movie. Hell, it’s cheaper than popcorn. 

Three very different candidates are running, 
from different parts of the riding, with different 
backgrounds, different attitudes, different priori¬ 
ties. You can read this w eek’s Gazette and come 
away with a pretty good idea of who they are and 
what they stand for. You can check out their web¬ 
sites or watch last week’s candidate forum on 
CentralAlbertaTV.net. You can show up in 
Didsbury at 6:30 p.m. and catch their speeches. 

You can even phone them up and ask them ques¬ 
tions; they’ll get back to you with answers - they 
want your votes. And they’ll sell you a member¬ 
ship as soon as look at you. 

Five bucks will get you in the game. If you’re 
tapped right out, ask your buddy, your neighbour, 
your wife to spot you a fin. 

Five bucks, people. Can you afford it?

Free votes are what matter 


I truly hope that a real conservative 
wins the race for the PC party’s nom¬ 
ination. Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
needs to send a message to Premier 
Redford that racking up larger 
deficits is not an option. A provincial 
sales tax is not an option. Allowing 
politicians to continue to set their 
own pay is not an option. Delaying 
democratic reform is not an option.

In the past, we have seen 
stronger candidates than these 
three reduced to talking props of the 
government. 

For heaven’s sake, we have seen 
firebrand Ted Morton reduced to 
Stelmach’s minister of deficits in the 
name of political expediency. 

If Premier Redford truly wants to 
bring change to the Alberta 
Legislature, she should start with 
free votes for Ml As. 

Free votes will allow us to harness 
the power of the best ideas, the ideas 
required to help us solve the* most 
difficult problems. 

No single politician, and no one 
political party, has a monopoly on 
good ideas. 

And, sadly, until we hear that 
message from Alison Redford. it 
probably doesn't matter what your 
PC nominee thinks. 


The result has been disaster after 
disaster. If Premier Ed Stelmach’s 
government had listened to the busi¬ 
ness community, it would have 
known tinkering with royalty rates 
during a recession would result in 
massive layoffs. If his government 
had listened to its own employees, it 
would have known centralizing 
health care was had for patients. If 
the government had listened to its 
own MlAs, it would have known a 
five-year, provincewide deal with 
teachers was a horrible idea that may 
result in an Alberta-wide strike this 
coming year.

Our province’s legislature, at its 
best, can be a place where the repre¬ 
sentatives of the people come togeth¬ 
er under the banner of mutual 
respect to face challenges, discuss 
solutions and solve problems. 

However, after 40 years of one- 
party rule, that’s not how things work 
in Edmonton. 

In a globalized world, the problems 
we face are increasingly complex. 
Like a cancer, our problems shift, 
adapt and re-emerge in new forms. 
Economic disaster, environmental 
catastrophe and class warfare seem 
to loom around every comer. In some 
cases, these problems are trumpeted 
by politicians who seek to offer 
themselves as a solution. 

However, in most cases, these 
problems are real, ami deeper titan 
the politicians themselves will 
admit. 

To tackle these problems, we need 
ideas. We need new approaches. We 
also need the courage to follow 
through witli the ideas we’ve already 
had.

Crime pays 
when it benefits 
victims

With far kx) many West Central 
-*» n Alberta families continuing to face 

the scourge of domestic violence, the 
province has announced an innova¬ 
tive new program aimed at raising 
awareness and promoting violence- 
free communities. 

The Taking a Stand’ program was 
launched last week as part of Family Violence Prevent ion 
Month. The program’s overall aim is to increase knowl¬ 
edge of gender-based discrimination and violence, and 
break down the attitudes that contribute to violence 
against women, the province says. 

“Family violence is more than a social problem," said 
Verlyn Olson, minister of justice and attorney general. “It 
is a crime that violates what should be the safest place 
anyone knows - their own home.” 

Jan Reirner, provincial coordinator with Alberta Council 
of Women’s Shelters, adds: “We are pleased to be working 
with the province on this initiative as they have recog¬ 
nized that true prevention requires changes in attitudes 
towards violence against women and children.” 

November is Family Violence Prevention Month, a time 
set aside to promote safe and secure families year-round. 

If the ‘Take A Stand’ program does what it is designed to 
do, it is welcome news for every Alberta community. 

And while the program itself is another helpful step in 
the fight to address the complex problem of domestic 
violence, one of the best things about ‘Take A Stand’ is 
that criminals are actually funding it. 

One hundred and fifty thousand dollars for the initiative 
is coming from Alberta’s Civil Forfeiture Office (CFO), 
which collects and distributes money and property seized 
from Alberta criminals. 

Since it was formed, the CFO has seized more than 
$24.5 million in property and cash tied to criminal 
activity, including more than 200 vehicles formerly 
belonging to drug dealers, 51 drug houses, and millions of 
dollars in ill-gotten cash. 

To date CF() funds have been used to pay for numerous 
pro-community initiatives, including anti-gang programs 
for at-risk youth, and projects that assist victims of 
crimes, including this new Take A Stand’ program. 

“The Taking a Stand project is an excellent example of 
the community coming together to address this complex 
societal issue, and I am excited about our partnership and 
the work being done by the Alberta Council of Women’s 
Shelters,” said Human Services Minister Dave Hancock. 

“Everyone in society - no matter what their gender, 
culture or background - has a role in preventing family 
violence.” 

Thanks to the CFO system, Alberta criminals, whether 
they like it or not, are now- playing a meaningful ‘role 
preventing family violence’. 

As communities mark Family Violence Prevention 
Month, it’s good to see the Alberta government taking a 
stand to improve the safety and security of its most 
vulnerable citizens.

Didsbury High School

Dorothy Gweneth Wood (nee Dainty) was born 
on October 19, 1927 in Adlington, Cheshire, 
England. She was given the name Dorothy 
Gweneth. but all her life she was known as Gwen. 
Her parents were Bill and Maud Dainty and she 
had an older step-brother, Freeston. 

The following year. 1928, the family immigrated 
to Canada by boat, landing in Quebec. They trav¬ 
elled west by train to the Innisfree area and then 
relocated to the Westcott area where they farmed 
Gwen attended grades 1 to 8 at the V’ it 
school and then moved into town for grades 9 to 
12. The school years were very busy between 
continuing music lessons, working as an operator 
at the telephone office and as a majorette for the 
Didsbury band that performed in the Calgary 
Stampede parade each year. She visited many 
weekends with her parents at the farm at 
Westcott. There were the usual teenage activities 
but Gwen especially liked the skating parties and 
hayrides. She made many lifelong friends during 
these years. 

Music was a major part of Gwen’s life - her dad 
taught her to play the organ and she took piano 
lessons in Didsbury. achieving the Royal 
Conservatory Grade 9 level. 

While in high school, Gwen met Donald Wood 
and eventually, they were married on March 27. 
1948. Donald died in 1994. They were blessed 
with five children - Kay, Glenda. Laurie. Melanie 
and Cameron. As life unfolded, there were seven 
grandchildren (Mark. Jason, Nahanni, Justin, 
Cody. Megan and Cristan) and then great-grand¬ 
children. 

As happened to many families, in 1952. Gwen 
contracted polio while the young family was liv¬ 
ing in Kimberley. BC. She was sent to a hospital 
in Vancouver for about a year - it was at this time 
that the eldest daughters. Kay and Glenda, came 
to Didsbury to live with Donald's parents, Harold 
and Edith Wood. 

Gwen eventually returned to Didsbury from hos¬ 
pital in Vancouver and over the following years, 
she was involved with many of the children’s 
activities: 

1. She was a Brownie and Girl Guide leader for 
10 years. 

2. She was a Sunday school teacher. 

3. She was on the executive for the Didsbury 
Figure Skating Club for five years. 

4. For her own independence and satisfaction, she 
was an Avon lady for many years. 

In 1978, Gwen became the owner of Glenda’s 
Flowers in Didsbury. One of the biggest high¬ 
lights in the flower shop was always getting a 
float ready for the Didsbury parade - and she 
often won a prize. Mother’s Day, Christmas and 
graduation were truly controlled chaos at the 
shop but with her eye on the ultimate goal, every¬ 
thing usually worked out. The motto at the shop 
was that the flowers had to be perfect before they 
left the shop. Cameron said: “It was grace and 
determination to watch her work; determination 
because of her handicaps but fluid, graceful 
movements while working.” 

In 1988 Gwen sold the shop and retired - she was 
glad to be at home. Because she had the time, her 
garden became one of the loveliest in town ... she 
was always transplanting something and she 
couldn’t wait for the seed catalogues to come in 
the spring each year. 

Her family, music, flowers, cross-stitch and read¬ 
ing were the delights in Gwen’s latter years. She 
loved to have the outside world (visits, phone 
calls, mail) come into her limited world 
Laurie said it best the other day: 

Mom is in heaven now, dancing with Dad. 

No more wheelchair and no more pain.
